‘These indicate "that the CIA had extensive information on Oswald be- 
fore the assassination," Yockey reported, and "that Oswald may have had 
access to secret U-2 aircraft files" (coming from his assignment as a 
Marine to the Atsugi Wir Force Base in Japan), having to do with espi- 
onage flights over the USSR. _ 

Bethell also found an unclassified, notarized statement from James 
D. Crowley, a State Department officer, stating, "The first time I re- 
member learning of Oswatd's existence was when I received telegraphic 
messages dated October 10, 1963, from the Central Intelligence Agency, 
which contained information pertaining to his current activities." 

Bethell concluded that "The contents of this message apparently never 
reached the Warren Commission because there are no commission documents 
originating from the CIA dated prior to the assassination ... it would 
be interesting to know what the CIA knew about Oswald six weeks before 
the assassination." |
